DRINKING KRUINe D HIM, 


Mejor Reno. Who Was Versonally Praised by 
Grant for Bravery, Dies at Washington. 
Wasuineron, April &—A_ braver soldier 

than Marcus A. Reno never graced a battlo- 

field. but the man who could face the mouth 

ofacannon Without flinching feil before a 

common ecnemy. Drink ruined Bim. A Dbrii- 

liant and courageous soldier upon the field of 
action, praised by his superiors and beloved by 
his anbordinates, he died a drunken sot, un- 

loved and almost forgotten. A native of Illi- 

no's, he entered the military academy at West 

Polit while a boy and graduated with high 

honer in i854. When the war broke 

ut he entered active service, with a lenten- 
aut’s commission. Within a few months of 
the fall of Fort Sumter he was madea cap- 
tain, and for vallant service ina fight at Kel- 


ley’s Ford in 1463 was promoted to the rank of 


brevet major. ‘The following year he distin- 
guished himself by his gallantry at the dattle 
of Cedar Creek, and General Grant not only 
bestowed upon him personal praise, but made 
him acolonel and gave him command of the 
Twelfth Pennsylvania cavalry. In 1876 he 
vas with the Seventh cavalry inthe battle of 
the fig Horn, in which Custer was massacred. 
Because he failed to cross the river and 
go to the rescue of Custer charges of cow- 
ardice were preferred ivainst him and he was 
tried by courtmartial, but honorably acquitted. 
Frou this time dates his downfall, which has 
been almost as rapid as his promotion. Ile be 
cane dissipated, and while drunk insulted the 
wile of an officer at the post where he was 
stationed. Charges of conduct unbecoming an 
officer and a cenileman were made and he was 
dismissed from the April 1, 1880. 
iy an act of condoning the 

offense» because of his past. record and 
promises of better conduct, he was re- 
stored to his rank, buat he again dis- 
graced himself aud wes cashiered. Since then 
he has resided in this city, but because of his 
drunken habits and habitual sprees he has 
been ostracised in ariuv circles. Since his last 
dismissal from the service Mi jor Reno married 
a charming lady at Harrisburg, Pa., but she 
could not tolerate his dea: kenness and « ruelty, 
and the marriaze was severed by a divorce.

She tived in the vicinity of Hunter's 
wharf. Sheleft home this morning between 
5 and 4 o'clock, and was found in the dock of 
Hunter’s wharf between 7Tand&a.m. The 
general impression ig that she snicided, al- 
though the coroner’s jury rendered a verdict 
of accidental drowning. Mrs. Mickenberg «is 
the sixth victim who has perished in this dock 
Within the past two years. The place is lonely 
and unlighted. The dock is filled with plu 
mud of the charaoter of quick sand. Of the 
six victims three committed suicide, and three 
are supposed to have wandered overboard and 
have been caught in the treacherous mud until 
the tlood tide covered them. 

Among the victims was Alex McLoy, a rich 
dzy¥ goods inerchant. The last victim perished 
about two menths ago. His was a case of ac- 
cident. The place has come to be considered 
a cess pool, and at the meeting of city council 
tomorrow night, it is probable that some ac- 
tion will be taken to fill it up or dig it out.

Young Woman Who Obtained Money 
on False Pretenses—Criminal News.

Eiaira, N. Y., April 8.—Ella C. White is 
& music teacher in this city, who has succeeded 
in borrowing amounts estimated at from §8- 
VOU to 215,000 from various Elmira citizens. She 
borrowed money in several cases from friends 
byrepresedting she could invest it protitably ; in 
other cases by offering notes signed, some by 
figticious names. and others signed by herself 
and indorsed by her father, whom she said 
was wealthy. Her father is a superantiated em- 
ploye of the shops of the Erie road at Susque- 
hanna, Pa., and has transferred his property, 
amounting to 426,000, She was arrrested on 
four warrants, charging her with forgery in 
the secpnd degree. 

SUSQUEHANNA, Pa., April 8.—Miss Ella 
White, an Elmira school teacher, was arrested 
here this morning by ChiefLittle,of Elmira,for 
defrauding various people infthat city of sums 
ageregating ¥15,000, on fictitious mining and 
siik mill stocks and other pretenses.

DESPERATE BOOMERS. 


They Threaten to Destroy Railroad Bridges 
to Obstruct Homesteaders,. 
ARKANSAS City, Kan., April 8.—The offl- 


cials of the Santa Fe railroad were busy yes-. 


terday investigating the story that the boom- 
ers concealed in the woods of Oklahoma had 
banded together for the purpose of destroying 
the railroad bridges on the night of April 21st 
in order to obstruct the influx of homesteaders 
until the men concealed in the country could 
make perfect their claims. It appears that 
the boomers in hiding are desperate. They 
have selected and watched their claims for 
years, and they now fear that the new comers, 
with the assistance of rapid transit, 
MAY GET THE BEST OF THEM. 

There was a meeting of these boomers held 
in the timber near Oklahoma City last Thurs- 
day, and they canvassed the situation. After 
the meeting adjourned the Santa Fe agent 
received notice that the bridges would be 
burned and the trains stopped on April 22d, as 
the old boomers did not propose to jeoarpdize 
their chances by allowing a flood of tenderfeet 
to drop in the land they had picked out. De- 
tectives have been sent along the line through 
the country, and every precaution will be 
taken to prevent railway obstraction. There 
are twice as many people now on the borders 
as can be accommodated under the homestead 
act in Oklahoma. Many of them represet colo- 
nies and ave here 

AS THE ADVANCE AGENTS. 
There will be men here representing colonies 
from Washington, California, Utah, Colorado, 
Nebraska, Iowa, Dlinois, Indiana, Wisconsin 
aud Alabama. The colonies number from 
twenty to five hundred persons. 

Last evening twenty empty passenger 
coaches pulled into this city on the Santa Fe at- 
tached toa regular freight train and were run in- 
tothe yards toawait the 22nd. A railroader said 
thatthe Santa Ie had four hundred cars al- 
ready engaged by parties who desired housc- 
hold goods removed to this point before the 
Yist. The crowd has increased here to such 
proportions that persons who get their mail at 
the free delivery window at the postofiice are 
compelied to form into a procession, and then 
itis frequently five or six hours before they 
can get to call for their maii; as a consequence 
of this large influx of people here, real estate 
commenced changing hands. The sales of 
Saturday amounted to $63,000, 

Cashier Pratt's Stealings. 

Anoka, Minn., April 8.—Nothing further is 
known of the whereabouts of the absconding 
Cashier Pratt. As near as can be learned 
now, the amountof his stealings is $35,000 
from Mrs. Nell, $45,000 from the St. Paul and 
Minneapolis correspondents of the bank and 
825,000 raised by the sale of his own and other 
people’s stock. New York and Chicago cor- 
respondents of the bank are yet to be heard 
from. Mrs. Nell, whois nearly 80 years old, 
has always trusted Pratt as a son, and left the 
management of her affairs almost entirely 
in his hands. Shecan hardly believe that he 
has robbed her, and attributes ail the trouble 
to the *‘woman in the case.”’ 

Simnuceling Through Woolen Goods, 

New York, April 8.—Mrs. Anna W. Parks, 
an inspectress on Surveyor Beattie’s force, to- 
day seized from Mrs. Davis, a passenger on the 
steamer Adriatic, fromLiverpool,three pounds 
of woolen yarn which she had qeilted into one 
of her petticoats, thirteen yards of dress goods 
sewed into one anothe r, about tw enty yards of 
flannel which had becn wrapped around her 
little daughicr. Mrs. Davis is a resident of 
Minnesota, and confessed to having smuggled 
goods in this manner before. ‘Lhe goods 
were sent to the seizure room. 

Ife Denied the Charge. 

New York, April 8.—On the trial, today. 
for murder, William Kruelisch, the 17-year-old 
lad who is charged with killing Drug Clerk 
Wescherung, by chopping his head to pieces 
with a hatchet, the accused took the stand and 
denied emphatically that he committed the 
crime.

THE SCHEME FOR CONSOLIDATION. 


Of All the Street Car Lines In the City Seems 
to be Working—The Atianta Lines 
Sell For 6§125,000. 
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Atlanta’s street railroads are to be consoli- 
dated. 

That was settled yesterday. 

The Atlanta Streét Railway company will 
accept the offer made them some days ago by 
which the entire property of the company 
passes into other hands. 

The news of this offer was first given the 
public through the columns of Tue Constitv- 
TION several days ago. At that time tha gen- 
tlemen interested were reticent about the 
matter and none were disposed to be commu- 
nivative yesterday. 

But this much is known: 

The company or syndicate which makes thia 
purchase 

CONSISTS OF TEN GENTLEMEN, 
each of whom takes a tenth interest. These 
gentlemen are Mr. James Swann, of Inman, 
Swann & Co., New York; Mr. Paul Romare, 
vice-president of the Atlanta National 
bank; Mr, A. E. Thorntcn, president 
of the Atlanta cotton seed oil mills; Mr. M. 
Frank, district manager Atlanta cotton seed 
oil mills; Mr. W. A. Hemphill, president of 
the Capital City bank and business manager 
of Tu ConsriruTion ; Mr. Aaron Haas, pres- 
dent of the Atlanta and Florida railroad; Mr. 
Jacob Haas, cashier of the Capital City bank; 
Mr. W. H. Patterson, secretary and treasurer 
of the Metropolitan Street Railway company ; 
and two others whose names have not been 
made public. 
THE OFFER MADE. 

The steck of the Atlanta Street Railway 
company is $300,000. The bonded indebted- 
ness of the road is $75,000, and the floating in- 
debtedness $20,000. 

When these would-be purchasers first met to 
discuss the matter of price, it was difficult for 
them to come to any con- 
clusion. The first offer was for 
the stock. This was declined. Then came an 
offer of $1.10 for the stock, making $300,000 
for the total stock. The bonded and floating 
indebtedness which the purchasers were, of 
course, to assume, increased this total to 
$405,000, 

Five days were given the owners of the com- 
pany to consider the proposition. Itis under 
stood that Mr. Ed. Peters favored a sale at 
those figures, but his brothers, Richard and

Yesterday the doubts on the minds of these two 
gentlemen seem to have been dispelled, and 
they wired Mr. Ed. Peters to do what he 
thought right. 

This settled the matter, and the Atlanta 
Street Railway company will ‘be sold for 
$425,000. . 

The formal aeceptance of the proposition 
will be made, as has been said, today. 

THE NEW PURCHASERS 
are too well known to require any introduction. 
They are all gentlemen who have for years 
been to a greater or less extent § in- 
terested in the growth and _ prosperity of 
Atlanta—men whe have done much to bring 
that prosperity. 

The Metropolitan Dummy line is not of itself 
interested in this venture, but it will be noticed 
that the Messrs. Haas and Mr. Patterson, of 
that company, are among the purchasers. 
There is no doubt, however, that the two com- 
panies will pass under the same management 
and that Atlanta will have one grand 
street railroad system, with horse cars 
dummies and possibly electric railways oper- 
ating on different parts of its lines.

HOUSTON FRUIT. 


POWERSVILLE’S RECORD AS A 
PRUIT CENTER. 


Fifty Dollars an Acre Pulled From the Trees 
~—Grape Culture in Hali—The Prospects 
of the Melon Crop. 


Perry, Ga., April 8.—fSpecial.]—The editor 
of the Journal has been writing up the fruit 
fields of Houston. The Journal says that 
Powersville is rapidly coming to the front as @ 
fruit-growing center. Within a radius of two 
miles around Powersville two hundred acres 
are devoted to the culture of fruit. Mr. J. 
H. M. Cliett, proprietor of the LeConte fruit 
farm, is the pioneer in fruit culture, aga bus- 
iness, in that section of Houston. He began 
inasmall way about fifteen years ago, and 
now he has one of the best fruit farms in 
Houston county, though not so extensive as 
some others, perhaps. His land is level, and 
especially adapted to the needs of 
the several varieties of fruit that reach 
such delicious perfection .in Houston 
county. Onhis farm about forty-five acres 
are devoted to fruit, as follows: ‘Ten acres in 
strawberries, 1,000 apple trees, chiefly Shock- 
ley ; 700 peach trees, 800 wild goose plums, 200 
pear trees, The pear trees are principally in 
road borders, and will make, when full grown, 
a magnificent ayenue through the farm and to 
the edge of Powersville. 

OTHER FRUIT MEN, 

Mr. W. E. Warren has forty-four. acres in 
fruit, divided as fullows: Five acres in grapes, 
3,000 vines: one acre in strawberries, 1,500 
wild goose plum trees, 1,200 apple trees, 1,200 
peach trees, and 500 pear trees. 

The Malmaison fruit farm, Q. A. Cliett pro- 
prictor, embraces about fifty-three acres that 
are devoted to fruit culture. Four in straw- 
berries, 1,700 trees each of apples, peaches and 
wild goose plums, and a few pears. 

Mr. B. F. Chunn has about five hundred 
peachtrees, four hundred each of apples and 
wild goose plums and about two hundred pear 
trees, making about fiften acres in fruit. 

Mr. W. W. Chunn has about tive hundred 
peachtrees, three hnndred apple treo, anda 
few pears, growing nicely on about eight aores 
of land. 

Mr. A. C. Cleit has about five acresin ap- 
les, two acres in grapes, two acres in straw- 
erries and one acre in peaches, the peaches 

chiefly for home use. 

Mr. T. J. Burden has eight acres in grapes, 
which will doubtless yield heavily this year; 
about eight acres In young fruit trees, apples, 
peaches, pears and plums, not yet old enough 
to bear a crop. ? 

Besides ihese fruit farms cultivated for 
market, Messrs. Zach Hays, L. P. Warren and 
N. B. Head have small orchards, and nearly 
every farm near Powersville contain enough 
trees to produce fruit in plenty for home use. 

¥IFTY DOLLARS AN ACRE. 

{f ihe crop is not killed or seriously injured 
by severe weather, it is estimated that eight 
or ten carloads of wild goose plums will be 
shipped from Powersville this season. The 
season wil) begin about the 24th of April with 
the shipment of strawberries; then the earliest 
peaches will be ripe in May, and with the suc- 
ceeding peaehes, pears, plums, grapes, and 
apples, the fruit season will coniinue, almost 
without interruption, until the latter part of 
October. 

A low estimate upon the net receipts from 
a good fruitcrop is put at fifty dollars per 
acre, which will amount to $10,000 profit on 


} the Powersville fruit crop. 


There is an indication that the question of 
preserving our home apples through the win- 
ter will soon be solved. Messrs. J. H. M. 
Cliett and O. A. Cliett have apples grown on 
their farms last year that are now as well pre- 
served as any northern applies that come to 
this market, and of superior quality.

A BOLD BURGLARY: 


THE SAFE STOLEN OUT OF THE 
a DEPOT. 


Put on a Hand-car and Run Down the Road, 
Where It is Robbed—Daring Robbery at 
Warrenton. 


WaARRENTON, Ga., April 8.—[Special.]—The 
boldest and most daring robbery ever before 
commited here was last night. It was the 
breaking into of the depot, and carrying off 
the Southeru Express company’s iron safe, in 
which is deposited the express packages of 
money and other valuable parcels, aud burg- 
larizing same. 

An entrance was effected through one of the 
windows of the express room, which was prized 
open with a crow bar or some similar lever. 
It was in this room the safe was situated, which 
they removed through the warehouse, out on 
the depot platform. Not beinga very large 
safe mounted on wheels, it could very easily 
be rolled along. They were evidently: afraid 
to break into the safe at the depot for fear of 
being foiled in the attempt, so they had the 
boldness to go up to the hand car house about a 
hundred yards from the depot, and immediate- 
ly opposite the dwelling house of the section 
boss,and batter in the door and took therefrom 
the lever car, which was switched on to the 
main track and let down to the depot platform, 
where the safe had been left. The safe was 
then transferred to this lever car by means of 
two large flat skids, which are usedin trnuck- 
ing freight from the cars into the depot. It 
was calried upthe track a mile and over, 
turned into a ditch, where it was bursted 
open and burglarized of its entire contents, 
consisting of an express money package con- 
taining fifty dollars, one hundred dollars or 
more of Agent McGregor’s individual funds, 
and a number of valuable papers, notes, etc. 

Fortunately the west bound night passenger 
train, due here at 1:59 a. m., had passed, or it 
would doubtless have been wrecked, as the 
lever was left standing on the track up the 
road where the safe was dumped. The mis- 
creants, before leaving the depot, or having 
returned, ransacked every drawer in search of 
r valuables, and finished their work by loosening 
the screws of the telegraph instruments and 
displacing the switch-board keys, thus cutting 
off all telegraphic communication through this 
office. 7 

This is unquestionably the most systematic 
robbery on record, and every detail of the 
burglary indicates that the perpetrators were 
thoroughly acquainted with all the surround- 
ings and knew exactly where the safe stood 
and by what means it was to be removed. 
Suspicion rests on several negroes here, one of 
whom was arrested, but for lack of sufticient 
evidence was soon released.

Mr. Pearson, the displaced postmaster, is 
removed strictly for partisan reasons, and 
the New York Tribune explains the presi- 
dent’s action by the statement that ‘‘party 
organization cannot be maintained by igner- 
ing party leaders.”?’ Mr. VanCott is a pro- 
fessional politician, and will be expected to 
use the immense machinery of the post- 
oflice for the benefit of the republican party. 
He displaces aman whose life has been 
spent in perfecting himself for the position 
which he has filled for a number of years to 
the entire satisfaction of the business inter- 
ests of New York. President Cleveland, 
recognizing his eminent ability, and fitness 
for the position, refused to remove him, 
though a republican. 

It seems that President Harrison, admit- 
ting Mr. Pearson’s republicanism, was not 
satisfied that he could use him for partisan 
purposes, and for this reason put a man in 
his place whose first duty will be to serve 
the republican party, and after that to con- 
duct the immense business of the New York 
postoflice to.the satisfaction of the public.

elected by the subscribers will have views tlexi- 
ble and broad enough to meet every emergency 
that may arise and provide for the fullest and 
broadest usefulness of the home to the confed- 
erate veterans. 

We do not think it wise at present to change 
the plan of the original call, which permits an 
organization when $30,000 have been sub- 
scribed. We believe that the sum 
can be raised—and we do not feel that it will 
be prudent to risk this certainty for an attempt 
to raise a much largersum.

The question is, what cambe don<? What mode 
of reliei is praciical and comprétfensive, and can be 
made self-sustaining?

That it can Le done there secms no doubt. 

There are serious,if not fatal, objections to the 
homes hitherto established. The most serious of 
these objections are the following: 

irst. They are formen only, anda large pro- 
portion of these brave and unfortunate men have 
families. They can not and will not accept home 
and comfort while their wives and children are left 
to suffer, 

Second, Even to the small number who are 
Without families, such homes as have been hitherto 
proposed could not bring contentment, because is- 
solated from woman’s society, and without employ- 
ment, men can neither be happy nor contented. 

Third. Such a life as the inmates must of neces- 
sity lead in the homes hitherto proposed, tends to 
destroy man bood and self-respect, because no self- 
respecting man, however worthy of help, can be 
wholly dependent on the charity of othera without 
scrious detriment to his charact.: r, 

Fourth. No home hitherto proposed or established 
canv-ever become self-sustaining, but must depend 
year after year upon additionaigand uncertain con- 
tributions. 

But it is believed that no such difficulties will be 
found in the following: 

The plan is to establish a confederate co-operative 
industrial home the chief purpose of which is to 
enable the inmates to support themselves, and thus 
maintain their self respect, and develop strength 
of body, of mind, of character. This result can 
be attained by establishing atthe ‘“Iiome” such 
industries as will furnish suitable employinent to 
mep, women and children, and such as ean be con- 
ducted with profit, or at least be made seil sustain 
ing. Among these may be considered the mauufac- 
ture of cotton, the manufacture of shoes, of 
bags (both cotton and paper), baskets, boxes, 
brooms, brushes, straw goods, cheap clothing; elso 
china, crockery end hollow ware. Another indus- 
try would be the ernning of fruits, making of 
preserves, pickles, cic, It may be safely asserted 
that, with good business management, some, if not 
all these branches of industry may be mace sel ‘esus- 
taining and perhaps very profitable at the south. 

This home isto be opened to disabled southern 
soldiers of all the states, to their wives and children, 
their widows and orahans.

$1,000,000, with privilege of increase to $5,000,000 or 
more, divided into shares of $1 each, 80 that every 
soldier, and every friend of the soldier, old and 
younz, male and temsle, who may desire to be 
idontified with it (and who will not desire it’) shall 
never receive a Givicend, but all 
inure to the benefitof the home, 
its schools, its development and extension. 

Each stockholder who has paid one dollar shail 
be entiticd to one votein the management and a 
vote for cach share of stock he!d and paid for, 

The homés shall be open to disabled and impov- 
éerished contedcrate soldiera, their wives and 
children, and to the widows or ophans of the de- 
ceased, and to their descendants, thus becoming a 
lasting Monumentto the spirit of justice and hu- 
mwanity, while furnishins sunstantial and permanent 
relief to our suffering comrades and to their families. 

Plots of ground should be selected and donated 
to any and every religious denomination that will 
erect thercon their own churches. 

The sale of intoxicating drinks should be forever 
prohibited. 

Free schools of high order shall be maintained 
from such funds as may be: securcd from publie aps 
propriations, supplemented from any surplus ~vhieh 
may be in the corporation’s treasury, and the chil. 
dren should be taught the practical and useful 
meehanical arts in these schools, in addition to the 
regular course of instruction. A central hail should 
be erected for general assemblage of the people’ 
where at convenient seasons free lectures aud pub= 
lic addresses could be delivered anda library and 
reading room maintained. 

A general board of directors should be elected 
each year by the stockholders. The board of direc- 
tors should make the rules and regulations for the 
reovernment of the home and for the admission of 
applicants; but any applicant should always have 
the right of appeal tothe general meeting of the 
stockholders.

This general superintendent should be selected 
because of his ability, experience and high business 
qualifications for the successful management of 
such an enterprise. He should receive a compeient 
salary, but should give to this business exclusively 
his time and talents, and should be held to a strict 
accountability. Heshould also have such assist- 
ants cs may be necessary for efficient and econoim- 
ical Management.

It will supply homes in a delightful and healthful 
climate, with atiractive surroundings, in a society’ 
which will be moral and elevating in its tone, 

It will become ina short time absolutely self- 
sustaining, and, under careful business manages 
ment, willin time accumulate a large surplus, This 
is, perhaps, the most important feature of all.

Full information shall be furnished tothe pres 
from time totime of all snbécripiions made and 
collected, of progress made, of the condition of the 
enterprise, and there should be made to the board 


With almost the entire population, men, women 
and children employed and earning wagers, and 
with everything produced sold at fair prices and 
everything cOusumed furnished at wholesale cost; it 
is certainly true that such a co-operative communi 
ty, with such advaniages, must become not only 
oc! Ssumalning, but selfreliant, prosperous, and 

appy. 

It has been suggested that with such co-operative 
industry well mauaged the aceumulations would 
far ex@ced the requirements of the population lo- 
cated in these homes, In proof of which the suc- 
cess of co-operative efforts elsewhere, with far infe- 
rior advantages, has been cited. But the answer is 
that if this should prove true, as it now seems prob- 
able, the board of directors would locate branches 
of the principal home for additional inmates, or the 
stockholders may order such disposition of the sur- 
plus as to them may seem expedient. 

Could you be associated with any institution in 
America that would reflect upon your name greater 
honor; or could you, from your ample resources, be- 
come the benefactor of any class of your coluntry- 
men so deserving of sympathy and aid, and to help 
whom would give you grea'cr happiness while 
living, or calise your memory to be more cherished 
when you are dead?

cess. 

Arrangements will be made to perpetuate your 
name in a suitable manner, in the central hall, 
witha record thatshall be a memorfal for all time 
lo come, of your generosity to some of the bravest 
and most needy of your suffering countrymen. 

Books will be kept in the central hall, and the 
Bame of every stockholder will be recorded therein, 
No friend of the soldier should fail to bave bis name 
and the names of his children upon that list if he 
can Command the small amount necessary to make 
him and them stock holdera 

The pittance which the southern states, as states, 
ean afford to give as pensions, is wholly inadequgte 
for even the few who can be pensioned. If, with 
the seventy-six inillions paid out annually by the 
United States government to union soldiers, there 
are those of that brave army even who are still in 
want, what must be the condition, in this impovers 
ished section, of the thousands of one*armed, one 
legged. disabled confederates and of thelr widows 
and children? What they need is not the smal! pen- 
sions or alms which are so soon exhsusted, Better 
these than nothing, bui the only satisfaetory solution 
secins to be a provision forselfsupport.

Let thes: brave 
men aud women be placed in position to take care 
of themselves and families, as they can easily do 
With such advantages as this institntion will give. 
Then their children will become self supporting 
and self-reliant, and will develop into a robust 
manhood and a noble womanhood, repaying by 
Services to society and* the country all the efforts 
made in their behalf. This is effective philanthropy 
real, permancnut relief.
